Haarmann had planned to address to | 
court officials and some forty citizens 
who witnessed the execution. 

With one death, justice exacted tne | 
it could from the} 
man who was officiaMy sentenced 
to die twenty four times—once for 
each of the victims he had murdered. 

The chief executioner was clad in 
a somber full dress suit such as is 
customary on such an occasion It 
took only a few seconds for the man 
whose criminal record is without 
parallel to be no more. 


ARRANGED IN SECRET. 


The execution was arranged 
great secrecy. Haarman was 
informed of his impending 
last night. He took the news calmly, 
as he did the whole trial, having 
apparently as little regard for his 
own life as he had for his victims. 

“I have sinned much and I die 
willingly,” she said. 

He spent all of last night in pray- 
er with clergyman. He weakened to-: 
ward morning but soon recovered 
himself. Shortly before 6 o'clock 
“Poor Sinners’ bell,” began to toll 
and Haarmann was led out to the 
guitotine, stils clad in = his striped 
prison clothes. 

He took of his coat and freed his 
neck himself, saying: 

“Heavy is the way but I am willing 
to go for I know I have to atone

“SEE YOU AGAIN” DIES. 

He stood calmy before the guillo- 
tine, but winced when the execu- 
tioner's assistants seized him to strap 
him to the board. 

“Careful, gentlement.” he warned. 

Then he. opened his: mouth for 
his speech, but seeing the executioner 
releasing the knife he merely ex- 
claimed: 

“See you again.” 

Hans Gratis, the accomplice of 
Haarmann, is awaiting the outcome 
of his appeal. 

Haarmann had promised to: make 
a full confession before his death 
and reveal many other murders, but 
if he committed them he took the 
secret to his grave.
